Cause for Ralph King's Attempt to 


Take Life in Connersville Lies 


in Court Here. 


Merchants There Wise to Game of 


Homer 
Woman. * 


H E F A C E S C O N T E M P T C H A R G E 


Case Here Against Him of Two Years 


Standing Will Come up for 


Trial January 17. 


The eause of the attempted sui­ 
cide of Ralph King of Connersville, 
late Saturday afternoon, probably 
lies in the circuit court here, and 
while his people in Connersville were 
looking for a reason «‘for his act, it 
can be stated with almost a certain­ 
ty that it was his brooding over 
domestic troubles that led him to 
drink an ounce of carbolic acid. 
Mrs. Edna King was granted a 
divorce from Ralph King in the cir­ 
cuit court here on May 12, 19 11, and 
in the decree she was given two dol­ 
lars a week for the support of their 
child. 
King failed to pay the two 
dollars a week support money and 
contempt proceedings were brought 
bv Mrs. King. 
The contempt suit 
was filed May 21, 19 12, and every 
time the case was called it was shown 
that service 011 King had not been 
secured. 
Last week the case again 
came up and a warrant was issued 
for King. He appeared here on Fri­ 
day and was released on $300 bond 
to assure his appearance in court on 
January 17. 
His father, John King, 
was surety in 
the amount of the 
bond. 


John King, the young man’s father, 
is the owner of a livery stable there 
and the suicide was attempted there 
Saturday afternoon. 
lie was found 
in time and advices from Conners­ 
ville today stated that he was out of 
danger and would recover. Mr. King 
was unconscious when found by one 
of the employes of the barn. 
It is 
not thought that he drank as much 
of the acid as was first supposed. 
Mr. King is known by many peo­ 
ple here. 
He has lived in Conners­ 
ville for the past 
seven or eight 
years. 
He was injured in a wreck 
last summer and since has never 
regained his former health. This, to­ 
gether with his domestic difficulties 
is said to have 
caused him to at­ 
tempt to take his life. Mrs. King at 
present resides in Franklin county. 
She is represented in court here by 
M. P. Hubbard of Brookville. 
The attempted suicide of King is 
the fourth or fifth in Connersville or 
Fayette county within the past few 
weeks. At least two have been suc­ 
cessful and the carbolic route has 
become quite popular. 


Mrs. Jennie Kodle of Homer was 
arrested Saturday afternoon in Shel- 
bvville after she had obtained some 
money by false representations. M rs . 
Kodle had been in Shelbyville for 
almost a week, it is said, and 
had 
been begging from the 
merchants. 
As a last resort she used the name 
“ Mrs. riiomas 
Mull” 
in 
securing 
some money. 
She went to the store 
of S. B. Morris Company and suc­ 
ceeded in getting a dollar from II. K. 
Morris, using the 
name Mull. 
Mr. 
Morris became suspicious and found 
that there was no Mrs. Thomas Mull 
and had the woman arrested. 
She 
is not wanted here and as Mr. Mor­ 
ris did not want to push the charge, 
she was sent to her home.

agricultural school. 
The instruction 
is being given by professors of the 
university, and a number of men and 
women of national reputation will be 
present during the week to aid in the 
work. 


“ We are delighted with the inter­ 
est shown by the crowd,” comment­ 
ed Professor G. I. Christie, superin­ 
tendent of agricultural 
instruction, 
this afternoon. 
“ From all parts of
